receiving at the user interface device chat 
communibs^tions corresponding to the video signal;

displaying with the video signal and the chat 
communications aVLink to a second mode of displaying the 
video signal and ch^at communications.

channel, and in response to the different channel sending a 
request to a server for different chat communication 
corresponding to the different channel.

second mode . 

8. The m^hod of claim 1, further comprising displaying 
an area on tnte display for sending information relating to 
the video signalvor chat communications. 

9. The method of cl^m 1, further comprising displaying 
an area on the display fb^ scrolling through the chat 
communications. \. 

10. The method of claim 1, furtls^er comprising: 

selecting the link, wherein the link identifies a 
television markup language document, and 

rendering the document to display the second 

mode . 
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1. In a device having a graphical user interface and a 
display, a method comprising: 

receiving a video signal at the devices- 
sending from the device to a server chat 
communications relating to the video signal; 

receiving from the server by the device the chat 
communications\relating to the video signal; 

displaying the video signal and the chat 
communications receded from the server together on the 
display, along with a \ink to a different format of 
displaying the video sig>i^l and the chat communications.

20. A device having a graphical user interface and a 
display, comprising : 

means for displaying video and ch^ corresponding 
to the video in a first mode of display, and 

means for switching to a second modeNof 
displaying the video and chat corresponding to txsie video, 

21. The device of claim 20, wherein the means for 
switching to the second mode includes actuating a hypertext 
link displayed in the first mode. 
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2\. A device comprising a graphical user interface 
dismay, a receiver for receiving video and signals, a 
controXLer for driving the display and a memory for storing 
inf ormatib^i, the memory readable by the controller, the 
memory havin^s^^tored therein a plurality of documents 
written in a hypertext markup language, each one of the
